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1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because claim 22 is a duplicate of 
claim 21. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either US 5,647,921 to Odagawa et al. or US 4,768,458 to Arakawa et al. of the same 
reasons as set forth in the last office action. 

Namely, each of the prior art references substantially shows the invention as 
claimed except that they do not shows the stabilizing step for obtaining the viscosity 
of the bulk solidifying amorphous in the regime of about 0.1 to 10,000 poise. 
However, since the puddle of the bulk solidifying amorphous alloy on the chill 
surface must be in a stable condition (see col. 4, lines 17-21 of US 4,791,979 to 
Liebermann), it would have been obvious to obtain an appropriate viscosity of the 
casting alloy through a routine experimentation such that the injected melt will form a 
stable puddle. With respect to claims 4, 5, 11-15 and 20, it would have been 
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obvious to obtain these process parameters through a routine experimentation for a 
specific alloy product to be cast. With respect to claims 17 and 18, those alloy 
compositions are deemed to be conventional (see, for example, US 4,148,669 to 
Tanner etal. and JP 2001-303,218). With respect to claims 21 and 22, it would 
have been obvious to cast the molten metal at any appropriate temperature as long 
as it can form a stable puddle on the casting roller. 



5. Applicant's arguments filed Nov. 26, 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant's main argument is in that the claimed process includes a stabilization step 
so that the exact viscosity of the liquid alloy can be controlled prior to introduction 
onto the sheet casting roller. However, as stated in the previous office action that 
the puddle of the bulk solidifying amorphous alloy on the chill surface must be in a 
stable condition, it would have been obvious to obtain an appropriate viscosity of the 
molten metal prior to cast onto the moving surface. US 4,791 ,979 to Liebermann 
(see col. 4, lines 17-21) shows the conventionality of maintaining the viscosity of the 
molten metal not less than 0.01 Pascal. sec (which is equal to 0.1 poise). Thus, it 
would have been obvious to stabilizing the molten metal of Odagawa et al. and 
Arakawa et al. prior to introduction onto the casting roll such that the viscosity 
thereof to be more that 0.1 poise.
